IS $22,500 A FAIR PRICE TO PAY FOR THIS LAND? 
Those who know value- best say it i- a very low price. The railroad 
wanted $:'.n,unii. They said one of the appraisers estimated it as worth 
nearly f?-|i'i,tltin, in view nf the numerous purposes l',,,- which it could bi' 
utilized. When the price of -*22.oim was dually secure, I. after ii months 
of negotiation, the railroad uftioials declined they were altogether gov- 
erned by a desire too co-operate \\ it >i Narberth in securing a mii-di needed 
improvement. A comparison of the original costs of Xarhrook I'ark 
also indicates we are not by any means paying too much when vv c give 
$22,50(1 fur this property. Ten years from now it should be worth at 
least $50,000. 

WHAT WILL IT COST TO IMPROVE IT? 
An approximate estimate made last year by experienced contractors indi 
cited the co-t at that time would be about $10,(100. Prices are lower now, 
and $7,500 for improvements lias been included in the " Less-thnii-a-Mill 
Bond Issue." 

WHY IS IT CALLED THE "LESS-THAN-A-MILL BOND ISSUE?" 
Because the assessments on Narberth properties approximate $:i,0oo,0(io, 
and one mill on that amount equals $3,110(1 per year. The cost of the bond 
issue for interest and sinking fund would be $2,500. anil therefore less than 
one mill on our assessments. 

WHAT WOULD ONE MILL AMOUNT TO ON MY TAXES?

WILL IT BE NECESSARY TO RAISE TAXES EVEN THAT LITTLE BIT? 
There aTe ample grounds for the belief that it will not be. One reason for 
this is that the Borough will pay off $13,000 of its present indebtedness 
during 1922, and another one is that new properties in the town will 
materially increase our assessments. It is also proper to mention that costs 
generally are gradually being decreased. The citizens of New Jersey will 
vote on November 8 on n fourteen million dollar bond issue, and the author- 
ities declare its approval will cause no increase in taxation. Tell this to 
the man who says you can 't borrow money unless you increase taxes. 

HOW DO NARBERTH TAXES COMPARE WITH PHILADELPHIA 
TAXES? 
You save not less than 009, of taxes by living in Narberth. Our rate is 
somewhat higher, but our assessments are considerably lower. This state- 
ment is 'based on 25 representative properties in the Borough. 

WHAT IS THE PRESENT CREDIT STANDING OF NARBERTH? 
The highest in the history of the Borough. Every sinking fund is right 
up to the mark, previous loans are being promptly liquidated, and all 
expenditures are kept strictly within current revenue. Too much credit 
cannot be given tlie men who have conducted our municipal affairs during 
the last several years for the effective manner in which they have safe- 
guarded the interests of the community. Every dollar is expended with 
painstaking care, every obligation is strictly observed, and no procedure is 
adopted until all features of the case are carefully examined. The fact 
that our Councilmanic body voted unanimously to submit the bond issue to 
the people for approval affords excellent evidence of the great merit of 
the Outdoor Community Centre and makes it plain that we are imposing 
no burden on ourselves if we decide to acquire it. 

HOW WILL THE BONDS BE SOLD? 
Probably to some financial institution, which might pay a premium on 
them on account of the comparatively small amount of Narberth 's indebt- 
edness and also because the proposed project will add considerably to the 
resources of the community. There will, of course, be no obligation on 
anyone in the town to purchase the bonds. 

WHAT IS MEAJTT BY THE STATEMENT THAT THE OUTDOOR 
COMMUNITY CENTRE WILL HELP OUR SCHOOLS? 
Because the acquisition of land is the very first stop, we have to make 
towards larger school facilities. If we don't buy this lot, we will have to 
buy another. Some land must be purchased some place. This is an official 
declaration.

Holds First Meeting

c-cc.hiicjs at the Stnte Federation of 
Women '.s Clubs, winch -he attended -it 
Pittsburgh. -Mrs. Hatchelor mentioned 
Miss Dibert 's idea for more colleges 
tor our uirls, stating that Pennsyl- 
vania's three million dollars for higher 
education of women is less than any 
one of the leading New England col- 
leges for women. We arc reminded 
that the (jutMion "f the ( 'oust it utional 
Comcntiiin will doubtless come up 
again. At the Federation, a uhole 
evening was givea to music. There 
were talks on music in '.lie 
public .school, as well as actual music, 
rendered by a school orchestra. Mrs. 
Winter said "Kducation is the pledge 
of today to future generations. Musi..-, 
art and literature are the harvest of 
the age's." All else "passes away." Mrs. 
Amos, Dean of Women, of Pittsburgh 
University, asked among other things 
why our hearthstone .has been changed 
to the movies. she suggested that 

self-expression of children has been 
carried too far, and made a plea for 
an increase in teacher's salaries. Dr. 
Muirhcad, police woman of Newcastle, 
interested every one by her account of 
how she cleaned up Newcastle. Tilt's 
Mrs. Batehelor carried on to us the 
flame that was kindled in that con- 
ference at Pittsburgh. 

Mrs. Ward Pierson, in her talk on 
Legislation, emphasized particularly the 
need of awakening every woman to the 
responsibility and privilege- of active 
political interest — and told us just lio-v 
to be sure our names are properly 
registered. Then she explained Nar- 
berth 's need of the proposed Recrea- 
tion Center, stating that the $30,000 
needed for its eonstruetion will increase 
the individual tax less than a mill and 
will help solve the problem of where 
to build new schools. 

Following Mrs. Pierson 's talk, Mrs. 
George Bean, Cynwyd, explained to is 
the reasons for and the probable re- 
sults of the conference of nations to 
be held at Washington on November 
11, to discuss the limitation of arma- 
ments and the Pacific Question, namely 
the ,lapnnese j Chinese situation. Dis- 
armament, Mrs. Bean says, seems to 
be a dream of nn idealist, with four 
powerfully armed nations ready to 
quarrel over the exploitation of the 
wealth of the Far East. The Confer- 
ence hopes, however, to remove the 
causes of the necessity for armament. 
It hopes to settle a World War in the 
East, before it happens, not as was 
done in Versailles, after all the harm 
had been done. There is likelihood of 
a war between Japan and the United 
States. N T ot "Will it be," but "when 
will it bo" seeius to be the thought 
of European thinkers and writer.. 
There are nine distinct sparks, anyone 
of which could set off the Japan-United 
States powder heap. Among thonKnre 
the Yap Island question, the controlgf 
three old German cubles in the Pacme, 
the Shantung problem, the approach of 
Japan in Manchuria and Mongolia, a,s 
.v?ell as iii Siberia; the irritation of 
Japanese by missionaries in -Korea, tho 
race question in California and the Is- 



lands in the Orient, our efforts to re- 
lieve the famine in China- and the 
"Open Door Policy." The United 
States maintains that the preservation 
of China as a nation necessitates free 
trade with all nations. Japan resents 
this and has shut the door. She now 
controls China's trade. She refuses to 
open the door. We can either aban- 
don our policy or get other nations to 
help us defend it. The I'nited State-, 
Japan and Britain are the three in- 
terested nations. The I'nited States 
wants the Open Door, Japan is opposed 
and Britain is "on the fence." Japan 
is over populated. Her people want to 
settle in the various islands of the l'n"i- 
lie. but are denied that privilege, mi liie 
only place for them to go is on the 
mainland of Asia. China is wealinv 
and helpless. Japan sees fat, flabby, 
pacific China. Other nations by amis 
have taken slices off China. The war 
halted Japan's plans for doing the same, 
but meantime she has grown st r«> ri ir ■ 
Shr is near and she needs Ian. Is. John 
11 iv ha- said that whoever knew 'ill 
about I'hina would hold world power 
for many years. The Pacific problem 
is now the world question, there will 
be the scene of the next epoch in 
history. Britain's recent conference 

with her dominions, though successful 
disclosed the fact that Britain is wi»h 
Japan, while the dominion favor the 
United State-. Australia, determined 
to be n white nation, maintains a stri.-t 
policy against the yellow race. She 
wishes to be with the United States. 
All the dominions desire pence ami a 
reduction of armament. We are not 
isolated, but are involved in bmh 
European and Asiatic disturbances. 
Therefore we hope to prevent the Asia- 
tic crisis. It is a question whether 
the coining Conference will do harm or 
good. If it fritters away, it will be 
n terrible catastrophe, if successful, it 
will lead to a future peace conference, 
probably to some sort of world peace. 
The condition of the world today is 
dreadful. Europe is almost bankrupt. 
Business is depressed. Hatred of pcopl >s 
is iust slumbering. Fear that it may 
break out paralyzes business. Fear 

breeds hatred; hatred brings war. 
Many small, wars are now,being wage 1. 
British prestige is questioned. Ireland 
is .still, dissatisfied. ,; Selicia is ' a bone 
of contention. Iii England" there • is 
unemployment and overpopulation. The 
United States was not broken by the 
war. We hold the deljShs of all count lie-, 
yet we w i*h limitation of armament 
chiefly t& pay taxes to pay cost of pist 
and future wars. Before rile War. the 
United States was considered a military 
joke, though her wealth was acknowl- 
edged. Now she stands first. So, when 
the United States talks disarmament it 
is important. The European nations 
think we will disarm anyway. But if 
Europe will not' agree to reduce arma- 
ments, then will the United States '>e 
free to build the biggest Navy in the 
world. "Three bells and a jingle. 

.Steam full ahead and see who goes 
broke first" will be her challenge. On 
the other hand, there is no royal roa 1 
to peace. Only when the thought of 
any future war will be so hiirrihic ;.s 
to be unthinkable, can we hope for real 
peace. In closing, Mrs. Bean gave -is 
a list of books. "The Next War," 
by Will Irwin: "To Let," by John 
Galsworthy; "If Winter Conies," by 
Hutchinson. Then she read from Anne 
Wickham 's "Contemplative Qunrry, '' 
poems which picture feminism un- 
ashamed. 

After the singing of three songs by 
Mrs. Erdninn, the club members en- 
joyed tea and cakes, charmingly served 
by the hostesses of the afternoon, Mrs. 
Brownell, Mrs. Blodgett, Mrs. Brewer, 
and Mrs. Burrell.
